In the instant case the product of Group II 
may be used to detect proteolytically cleaved peptides for future use in any of a variety 
of methods Not related to sequencing; e.g. to make antibodies, chimeric proteins, 
pharmaceuticals, etc.

Election of Species 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Applicant is required to elect ONE group from EACH of species (A) and (B), 
below.

. The species are independent or distinct because, for species (A), each 
label/bulky group is structurally and functionally different and distinct from any other 
label/bulky group, and thus would be expected to comprise different properties and to 
behave differently in a method of use from any other label/group. Further, as each 
label/bulky group comprises different properties, it would require a different method of 
detection to detect a monomer labeled with one group vs. any other group. The 
different structure, properties, and required methods of detection also support the 
burden of search in searching and examining more than a single label/bulky group. For 
Group (B), each type of detector is functionally, and therefore structurally different than 
any other type of detector. As the detectors are functionally and structurally different, it 
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would require a separate search and examination for each, thus supporting the burden 
of search for more than a single type of detector. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-4, 6, , 9, 11-16, 18-19, 22-28 are 
generic.
